Since  the  formation  c?  the  nca  labinot ,  tbe  Government 
has  been  holding  oon.e-  .!*..•  rs  lor  £  number  of  days  v;itb  the 
Imperial  Fcndoiu.rters ,  Wo  rave  carefully  consider'd  and 
discussed  e  fundamental  policy  for  the  improvement  of  rela¬ 
tions  between  Japan  and  America,  but  v/e  expect  to  reach  a 
final  decision  at  the  meeting  in  the  presence  of  the  Emperor, 
on  the  morning  of  the  5th,  and  will  let  you  know  the  result 
immediately.  This  will  be  our  government's  last  effort  to 
improve  diplomatic  relations*  The  situation  is  very  grave. 
When  wc  resume  negotiations,  every  asoect  of  the  situation 
makes  it  urgent  t*at  we  reach  a  decision  at  once.  This  is  to 
be  strictly  kept  only  for  your  information.  Now  wc  trust 
your  most  pntder.t  attitude  towards  handling  everything 
before  v/e  take  up  the  negotiations  once  more  in  the  very 
near  future. 
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
